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The Holstein Sales of 1928 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


HILE the general average for the public sales of 
W Holsteins held during 1928 did not quite equal the 

figure reported for 1927, analysis of the sale re- 
turns of the past year furnishes unmistakable proof of the 
continued improvement of the Holstein market. This is 
strikingly brought out in Table I accompanying, showing 
the very gratifying increase in number and percentage of 
sales making averages of over $200 a head and the even 
more significant decrease in the number and percentage 
of sales averaging less than $150 a head. The compari- 
son of the figures covering these two extremes as brought 
out in Table I for each of the past four years tells a far 
more-reliable story of the improvement of the Holstein 
market since 1925 than any general averages can do. 








Another factor indicating the general improvement of 
the Holstein market is reflected in the greater proportion 
of the sales of which reports are available. In the years 
of the depression we have found it very difficult and in 
many cases impossible to secure reports on considerable 
numbers of sales that proved especially disappointing to 
the owners and which for that reason they were unwilling 
to report for publication. There have evidently been a 
much smaller percentage of such disappointing sales for 
1928 and this is reflected in the largely increased number 
available for these computations. 

Table II presents an analysis of the public sales of 
1928 in which as in previous years, we show the average 
prices paid in the different classifications as to ages,

three years preceding. In comparing these figures with 
the averages in the various classifications for 1927, it 
must be remembered that the 1928 figures are based upon 
the results of 92 sales of which we were able to secure 
marked catalogs, or over 90% of the sales of the year, 
while in 1927 only forty-three out of eighty-five sales, or 
just fifty per cent of the sales, including about 60% of the 
animals and about 75% of the total money paid in the 
sales included in the general average, were available and 
included in these figures. This will account in some 
degree for the slightly lower averages in some classifica- 
tions for 1928. The figures for 1928 show a considerably 
larger proportion of animals sold without records or rec- 
ord backing, reflecting the decreased amount of testing 
that breeders have been doing in preceding years and per- 
haps, owing to the much greater appreciation of record 
animals and their offspring reflected in the 1927 sales 
showing more of a disposition on the part of owners to 
retain these animals for further breeding effort. 

The high average during 1928 for an individual sale 
was $600 made in the dispersal of H. O. Larsen’s Forum 
Farm herd in Iowa. The highest consignment sale price 
was that of the National Cooperative Sale in Wisconsin 
following the annual convention, which made an average 
of $556. The National Ormsby Sale in Minnesota in July 
made the excellent average of $404 and the C. L. Spauld- 
ing dispersal also in Minnesota averaged $399. The Robin- 
son & Estey dispersal in Massachusetts in December was 
the fifth sale of the year to average over $300, their aver- 
age being $315. The outstanding individual price of the 
year was $11,100 for the famous All-American winner, 
Triune Papoose Piebe, consigned to the National Ormsby 
Sale by Hargrove & Arnold of Iowa and purchased at this 
figure by Mount Victoria Farm, of Quebec, this being the 
highest price paid for a female since 1920. The highest 
sale price for a bull and second highest figure for any 
animal during the year was $4,500 for Dutchland Denver 
The Great, consigned to the National Cooperative Sale at 
Milwaukee by Dutchland Farms of Massachusetts and 
purchased by Owen D. Young of New York. 

Of special interest are the tables showing the cattle 
sold at auction in each state and also the buyers, sum- 
marized by states. Iowa heads the list for the average 
of its sales, selling 363 head for an average of $275.91. 
The Forum Dispersal contributed materially to this result. 
Wisconsin, host to the National Sale at Milwaukee and 
the U. S. National Sale, is credited with the largest num- 
ber of animals sold and the largest total, over $300,000. 
New York buyers took the largest number of cattle from

for a total of $183,327.50, Wisconsin 
coming next in order. 

We are telling the story of the sale results of 1928 
largely in the accompanying tables, which are designed 
to afford comparison with previous years also. Average 
prices of record animals are down somewhat from 1927, 
due principally to the two great sales of the year—the 
Minnesota Holstein Company and Hollyhock Dispersals— 
in which no less than a dozen head were sold at prices 
ranging from $3,000 to $10,000 each, but the most numerous 
classes—females without records and from’ untested 
dams—show very gratifying increases, particularly in 
view of the much greater completeness of our 1928 re- 
ports—and demonstrate the general improvement in the 
level of Holstein values.

The Sales of 1928 


I AST week we presented a preliminary report on the 





sales of 1928. This week we have the final analy- 

sis. We are especially pleased at being able to pre- 
sent such complete figures on the sales of the. year. In 
recent years past we have found it difficult to secure de- 
tailed reports of many of the sales held. As the unre- 
ported sales in most instances were the ones of which 
the owners were not proud, it has operated to make our 
figures proportionately higher than the true average. 
The 1928 figures have a much smaller percentage oi error 
in this respect than any of the three years preceding it, 
and are correspondingly more satisfactory. 

We particularly urge our readers to study Table I in 
the leading feature article of this issue. To our mind 
these are the most significant figures we have yet seen 
in the way of concrete evidence of the improvement in 
the Holstein market. 


Attractive Farm Calendars Received 


HE World has recently received very attractive cal- 
endars from Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec 

and John Carroll’s Hyde Park Farm, Polas Park, 
Illinois. 

The Raymondale calendar, from the Strohmeyer work- 
shop, shows their splendid Dairy Herd exhibited with 
much success last season. This is the picture we used 
on our cover July 14 last. The Hyde Park Farm calendar 
is from the shop of the Live Stock Photo Company, and 
shows two outstanding 2-year-old heifers in this progres- 
sive herd. The heifers are Echo Segis Hartog 2nd and 
Hollyhock Bess Rose, the latter a daughter of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes. Mr. Carroll sends with the calendar a 
newsy letter description of these two fine heifers, of 
which he is justifiably proud. 


Promoting Selection 


REATEST progress comes through careful and in- 
G telligent selection that eliminates the unfit, whether 

it be in a commercial dairy herd or in the improve- 
ment of a breed. 

This principle has been recognized by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America in connection with its 
latest projects—the Herd Improvement Test and the plan 
for the Classification of Herds. 

In the latter, it is provided that outright cancellation 
of the registrations of females classing as “poor” shall be 
agreed to by herd owners taking advantage of this serv- 
ice, and also that no males will be registered from 
females classing as “fair’—the next to the lowest group. 
It was the general feeling of the committee which drafted 
the details of this plan that these features to eliminate 
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the poor ones were of much greater significance for breed 
improvement than might be expected from the publicity 
value that will attach to the higher ratings. 


Similarly, in the Herd Improvement Test, emphasis 
is placed upon the value of knowing what each individual] 
cow is doing, rather than making it a competitve race for 
high herd averages, although it will not be possible or 
perhaps wholly desirable to eliminate that feature 
entirely. 

In furtherance of this idea was the provision that at 
any time before the end of the eleventh month of the 
testing year, low producers could be eliminated from herd 
averages by the simple expedient of sending in their reg- 
istration certificates for cancellation. 

That this was a wise provision is evident from figures 
now supplied by Supt. Norton. Under dates of Decem- 
ber 15, he reports that certificates of 357 cows have been 
sent in for cancellation. This represents 5.74% of the 
6,219 cows on test for Herd Improvement Registry on 
this date. From these figures it appears that the Herd 
Test is fulfilling a very useful function as a basis of herd 
culling and intelligent selection. 


To Lower the Cost of Testing 


HE breed associations have for some time been giving 
T serious study to the problem of the cost of making 

yearly records. Their first concern, of course, has 
been to maintain the accuracy of supervision, but much 
attention has been given to various ideas of lowering the 
cost of supervision in the belief that the amount of such 
work would be materially increased thereby. 

Several of the associations, including our own, have 
been compiling figures as to the relative accuracy of 
yearly records made under the present system of official 
inspection every month and records made with similar 
official inspection for two days every other month through 
the year. The results have shown a very slight variation; 
in fact an insignificant one, while of course the cost of 
the supervision under this suggested plan would be cut 
right in half. 

At the recent Memphis meeting of the Board, Supt. 
Norton presented figures along this line and offered the 
general suggestion for the Board to consider the idea 
of adopting a system of six bi-monthly tests in connection 
with the long-time division of the Advanced Register. The 
Board was quick to see the practical advantages of such 
a plan and adopted a resolution favoring it in principle 
and authorizing the Executive Committee to put it into 
effect as soon as it might be deemed convenient. 


At that time, it was suggested that our Association 
take up the matter with the other breed associations with 
the idea of getting uniform action. The American Jersey 
Cattle Club which had been conducting independent 
studies of its own along the same line has now, we are 
informed, taken this step to reduce the cost of record- 
making and expect to put it into effect commencing 
January 1, without waiting for similar action by the other 
breed associations. They are to be commended upon 
having the courage of their convictions and going definite- 
ly ahead with the matter. ; 


In our own case, such action raises a number of other 
questions of importance that must be considered along 
with it. For example, we have our herd test. It would 
hardly seem logical to make our Advanced Registry rec- 
ords on the basis of two-day supervision every other 
month, or six tests during the year, while still requiring 
monthly tests in the herd test. Any change that we might 
make in the herd test rules should be considered in con- 
nection with the cow testing association authorities by 
reason of the fact that so many association testers are en- 
gaged in supervising herd test records in connection with 
their other work. Certainly we do not want to take any 
action that would tend to disrupt the regular cow testing 
association work. 


Then, too, there is the matter of the rules for the 
herd test, now calling for one-day supervision each month 
without a preliminary milking. We would rather hesitate 
to recommend putting this test upon a basis of one-day 
supervision six times a year unless at least a preliminary 
dry milking were added as a safeguard. Just what the 
Jersey people are doing in this respect in connection with 
their new herd test to start January 1, we have not yet 
been advised. 

We hope and expect that the Directors of our Associa- 
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tion will be able to work out all of these problems to their 
satisfaction and that the bi-monthly system of supervision 
may be put into effect without too much delay. Certainly, 
it will operate to cut the cost of supervision squarely in 
two in the middle and this in itself should be a most im- 
portant factor in bringing about increased yearly testing 
with the accompanying benefits in breed progress.

Advertising Holsteins With the Official 
Holstein Farm Sign

BOUT a year ago the _ Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
A ciation of America adopted a roadside sign for 

the exclusive use of Holstein breeders in marking 
their farms and in advertising their Holsteins and farm 
troduce. Little was it realized at that time that this pro- 
ject, started so modestly with only a few orders from out- 
standing Holstein breeders. was to develop into a national 
movement. 

Proving popular from the first few months, the official 
Holstein sign was soon in demand. Breeders found it 
not only marked their farm entrances in a dignified, busi- 
ness-like manner, but it also sold Holsteins. 


The sign, which was found to be an inexpensive and 
permanent way of advertising Holsteins, is now standing 
at the gateways of quality Holstein breeders in fourteen 
states. It is advertising Holsteins and farm produce for 
these breeders effectively. 


At first the directors of the Association had consider- 
able difficulty in selecting the design for an official sign 
for exclusive use by members of the association. They 
wanted an artistic, attractive structure that would last 
for years. The sign must attract the attention of passers- 
by and draw buyers to the Holstein farm. But it should 
also be inexpensive, within reach of every member of the 
Association. 

After considering several possible signs, none of which 
seemed satisfactory, the Association asked the Barney 
Link Fellowship in Outdoor Advertising at the University 
of Wisconsin to cooperate with them in designing an of- 
ficial sign for Holstein breeders that would be effective, 
attractive and durable, yet inexpensive. Out of this co- 
operation came the present official Holstein farm sign. 

With its large black letters on an olive green and buff 
background, its dark green frame, its cow and calf trade- 
mark, and the slogan “Holsteins for Profit” painted in red, 
this sign was found to be both artistic and effective. 

Including ornamentation and frame, the sign is 34 by 
54 inches. This size was decided upon because it com- 
manded the attention of passersby. permitting the use of 
large letters, and was attractive. A sign 34 by 54 inches 
is of artistic proportions. That proportion of width to 
length was worked out cver two thousand years ago by 
the finest artists the world has ever known, the Greeks 
of the fourth and fifth centuries B. C. 

Now a roadside sign may be attractive and of high ad- 
vertising value, yet if it is not durable it is but a poor in- 
vestment. So durability was emphasized. The United 
States Forest Products Laboratory was asked to give 
their advice on matters concerning materials and con- 
struction. 

Only selected white pine goes into the frame, the sign 
itself is made of a tested waterproof material which was 
found to hold paint and tc retain a flat, even surface. 
Galvanized nails are used to hold these materials flush 
with the frame, joints are carefully fitted, and the whole 
sign given three coats of high quality paint and a heavy 
coat of varnish. Besides being of great use in protecting 
the sign from weathering, the varnish also makes the sign 
shine in the sunlight and stand out at night when the 
lights from passing cars fall upon it. 

It is only fitting that such a sign be supported artisti- 
cally and strongly: A sixteen-foot, six by four Douglas 


fir post, given two coats of dark green paint, was chosen 
for this job. A cross arm was attached to the post with 
the help of a joint reinforced by two steel plates which 
were in turn fastened by twelve lag bolts. To further 
insure an even hanging sign, the cross arm was strength- 
ened by running from it a chain to the post. 

On both sides of this sign is lettered the farm name, 
the owner’s name and his address. But how about the 
breeder who has farm produce for sale from time to 
time? There was no place on the sign for such products, 
because the lettering filled all the available space and had 
to remain large in order to be easily read from passing 
cars. To accommodate members of the Association who 
wished to sell their surplus on the farm, a blackboard 
panel was designed which could be hung under the sign 
and on which could be chalked the products the breeder 
has for sale, such as a heifer, a bull, eggs, apples, etc. 

The price was the only problem left, and this was 
solved by obtaining mass production during a sign makers 
slack season. It was found that in this way they could 
be made for twenty dollars and fifty cents without the 
blackboard panel, or if a panel is desired, for twenty- 
three dollars. The prices include, of course, the post and 
cross arm. 


It is only natural that such a sign should prove popu- 
lar and be of use in advertising Holsteins and Holstein 
farm produce to thousands of passersby. Within a year 
many of them were erected -at Holstein farm entrances. 
Today these entrances are attracting the attention of the 
traveling public by their well kept, business-like appear- 
ance and by having an attractive dignified farm sign in 
front of them advertising Holsteins and Holstein farm 
products day after day throughout the year. 


During the coming year many more Holstein breeders 
will use the official Holstein farm sign, and the advan- 
tages of keeping Holsteins will be made known to mil- 
lions who every year travel our highways.

TO STUDY NEW YORK MILK 
SITUATION 


A committee to formulate a program 
for the stabilization of New York 
City’s milk supply was created at a 
conference of 50 agricultural leaders 
here, Thursday afternoon. 

The conference, which was called by 
Fred H. Sexauer, president of the 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative Asso- 
ciation, Inc., grew out of the recent 
acute shortage of milk in New York 
City. As a result of that shortage 
pressure has been exerted toward ex- 
pansion of the New York Milk Shed 
to admit western products. 

A. A. Reitweisner of the New York 
City Department of Health told the 
conference that as a result of the re- 
cent shortage efforts to have the de- 
partment extend its inspected area 
had been renewed. The department, 
‘2 said, is strongly in favor of keep- 
ing the metropolitan market for the 
dairymen of this territory, but it 
places the obligation of a well sup- 
plied market fully upon the farmers. 

It was the concensus of opinion 
among those at the conference, which 
included representatives of various 
farmer organizations, the New York 
State College of Agriculture at Cor- 
nell University and railroads, that the 
break in milk prices last March had 
been a prime factor in the fall short- 
age. They asserted that the low prices 
of that period discouraged farmers and 
caused them to cease their efforts to- 
ward stimulating autumn production. 

As a means of preventing a repeti- 
tion of the.shortage next fall it was 
suggested that steps should be taken 
to coordinate all of the agricultural 
resources in one effort. It was agreed 
that the committee appointed should 
make a thorough study of the whole 
problem and determine what the most 
effective means of assuring an ade- 
quate supply next year are. This com- 
mittee it was decided should lend its 
aid to a committee being named by 
Commissioner of Health Dr. Shirley 
Wynee, and L. A. Van-Bomel, presi- 
dent of the New York Milk Confer- 
ence Board.

College of Agriculture, Ithaca; Victor 
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E. Underwood, secretary New York 
State Farm Bureau Federation, Ith- 
aca; E. J. Walrath, New York State 
Grange, Evans Mills, N. Y.; Hugh 
Adair, President Sheffield Farms Pro- 
ducers Association, Delhi; Fred B. 
Morris, Extension Service of State 
College of Agriculture, Ithaca; George

impetus for these committees to per- 
form their duty. His untiring leader- 
ship has been responsible for what- 
ever success the association has at- 
tained. President Baldwin recom- 
mended more attention to member- 
ship, making the following Seem 
respecting this subject: 

“We do not have the antieatiatibe 
we should have. This is partly due 
to lack of publicity and advertising. 
We are now turning back twice as 
much money as before to the county 
clubs, and beside this, this present 
year we have turned back to the 
boys and girls and others more money 
than we received from the county 
clubs. In other words, the associa- 
tion is being managed in such a way 
that every dollar received from mem- 
berships goes back to New York State 
breeders, and an additional sum be- 
sides. We are now a sound business 
organization and have a_ definite 
overhead that cannot be avoided. In- 
creased production, that is, increased 
membership fees, means more for 
every member, and every member 
should consider himself as one of a 
membership committee, and in ad- 
dition to this I believe a membership 
committee, to study means of in- 
creasing membership, should be ap- 
pointed. I remember how hard it has 
been to get people to join the state 
association. They immediately asked, 
‘What am I to get for my five dol- 
lars?’ It was difficult to answer. We 
are not in that position at the pres- 
ent time. Membership can be _ in- 
creased, if efforts to do this are 
properly directed.’’ 

Another matter that came in for at- 
tention in his annual address related 
to the proposed boys’ and girls’ build- 
ing at the state fair. Mr. Baldwin 
said: 

“I want to recommend the ap- 
pointment of a committee to work for 
a boys’ and girls’ building on the 
state fair grounds. I want to see 
the Holstein association take a def- 
inite stand and ask for the erection 
of a suitable building to house the 
boys and girls who are invited to 
the state fair as the guests of the 
state. We have fine dairy buildings 
for the cattle, but I was really 
ashamed when I learned just how the 
boys and girls were cared for by the 
state at the state fair. Information 
abcut the construction, sanitary con- 
ditions, ete., of the buildings, can eas- 
ily be learned. It will be worth any- 
one’s time to look into this matter. I 
want the Holstein Association to take 
the lead and help to secure a suitable 
boys’ building—not in the distant fu- 
ture—but for the next state fair. 
Such a building can be built. I have 
heard taxes used as an excuse, but 
when there is plenty of money for 
celebrating revolutionary battles, 
there should be some somewhere to 
use for the purpose of guarding the 
health of the boys and girls while 
they are guests of New York State. 
We must remember that these boys 
and girls will be paying off in the 
shape of taxes the bonds for some of 
the fun we are now having. Let’s 
not ‘muff’ this matter, but organize 
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and do our full share and a little 

more toward putting this’ thing 

across.”’ 

Mr. Robens’ financial report showed 
the association to be in healthy con- 
dition with receipts of $7,729.10. The 
principal expenditures aside from sec- 
retary’s salary and travelling ex- 
pense were for calf club work, adver- 
tising, printing and office supplies and 
necessary contributions to the var- 
ious committees for carrying on their 
work. A cash balance of $350.41 was 
reported—more than double that of 
1928. The net resources are approxi- 
mately $650.00. There has been in the 
latter part of the year a slight in- 
crease in receipts from transfers and 
the membership receipts are quite 
noticeably on the gain. 
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The resolutions committee reported 
and the meeting passed general reso- 
lutions recommending appropriations 
for the study of mastitis or garget, en- 
dorsing the T. B. eradication work in 
the state and urging more educational 
efforts to see that the work is prop- 
erly followed up, a strong resolution 
endorsing an increase in tariff for 
dairy products and competing vege- 
table oils and including grade cattle. 
It alse passed a strong resolution urg- 
ing the state to make a beginning in 
the establishment of pure bred herds 
for the various institutions and an 
equally strong resolution upon the 
subject of a building for boys and 
girls at the state fair to house the 
4-H Club activities. More money for 
veterinary research upon the various

New Containers May Revolutionize 


Retail Milk Industry 


By A. G. MORRELL 


Of vital interest to dairymen every- 
where was the January 8th delivery 
of milk bottled in paper containers in 
one of the Boroughs of Greater New 
York by the Sheffield Farms Com- 
pany. 

The underlying importance of this 


change of package from the glass 
bottle to one of paper is in the 
probability that the producer will 


share the great saving 
costs thus made possible. 

We have all been accustomed for a 
long time to the small paper cream 
container used in stores, and those 
in which are sold oysters, ice cream, 
chop suey and other articles of food 
which are partly liquid; but so far 
our daily milk supply has not been 
affected by the use of single service 
containers. 

Up to forty years ago the delivery 
of milk to families was handled in a 
primitive manner with no regard to 
sanitation as we regard it today. We 
recall hearing in the city where we

The present herd sire, County 
Maxie Posch 528229, is a son of the 
first prize show bull at New York 
State Fair, County Korndyke Posch, a 
son of a 1,100-pound cow. The dam, 
Sadie Butter Girl Maxie 605338, has 
1,109.51 pounds of butter and 26,737.2 
pounds of milk as a four and a half 
year-old. Mr. Bowen states that his 
biggest problem is to get sires whose 
daughters will advance the work of 
this great family. 

The herd management in this herd 
is only such as might be duplicated in 
any herd worthy of good care. The 
cows have been milked and fed three 
times daily, they are confined to 
average cow stalls and watered in 
drinking cups. The grain mixture is 
a good brand of twenty per cent feed 
containing no cotton seed meal. The 
roughage has not been very high 
quality -and for this reason the grain 
is supplemented with a small amount 
of soaked beet pulp. 

Whether this herd can pay for the 
feed and management may be answer- 
ed in the following herd improvement 
summary for 1928:

were born and raised, the ‘“‘Woo-oop!”’ 
of the milkman in the morning, and 
seeing the daily supply poured from 
a deep, long-handled heavy tin dipper 
into the white china pitcher kept 
sacred to that use. That was the 
procedure wherever milk was de- 
livered for household use and the 
receptacles used were generally 
pitchers or tin pails. 

No change was made until about 
1889 when Alexander Campbell, in 
what was then the City of Brooklyn, 
now one of the Boroughs of Greater 
New York, startled the dairy world 
by putting out his delivery in glass 
bottles. During a visit with him 
some twenty years ago, Mr. Campbell 
told us how he had started his busi- 
ness in 1865 with one horse and 
wagon, doing all the work himself 
and had increased his business to 150 
wagons; but of all his achievements 
he was proudest of being the pioneer 
in the use of glass bottles. 

From the time when bottling milk 
in glass began, many improvements 
have been introduced, all tending to 
beneficial control of this most perish- 
able commodity. These include in- 
spection of dairies and of milk and 
milk products; certification and 
pasteurization; transportation over 
long distances in refrigerator tank 
cars and over shorter distances in 
the giant “thermos” trucks which we 
believe were first used in the east by 
the Sheffield Farms Company and in 


the middle west by 
Creamery Company. 
Strangely enough, none of all this 
improvement in method of handling 
milk touched the last step of all— 
the packaging of the fluid milk de 
livered to the consumer in stores or 
at his home. For the last thirty 
years, or up to 1919, it was felt that 
the familiar glass bottle accepted ag 
the best possible container was just 
that.. Ten years ago, however, the 
Fair Price Milk Committee for the 
City of New York said in its report 


the Detroit 


to Governer Smith: “The whole 
problem of distribution would be 
simplified by the abolition of the 


glass bottle and by the substitution 
in its place of a Paper, Paraffin- 
Coated Container, a pulp container, 
or other similar substitute, so that 
the package of milk delivered to the 


consumer is’ sealed, insuring the 
purity of its contents, and at the 
same time doing away with the 


tremendous expense of the bulk and 
weight and breakage and waste of the 
glass milk bottles. Our ash heaps, 
basements, alleys and back yards 
are littered with these wasted bottles. 
Not only the first cost, but the ex- 
pense of cartage, storage, delivery, 
return and proper cleansing of these 
bottles add materially to the ex- 
pense of milk to the consumer.” 

There have been attempts to make 
a Single service milk container, and 
some have been fairly satisfactory. 
We visited a dairy about three years 
ago from which all milk was delivered 
in parafine-coated paper bottles which 
were givirg excellent service. 

It remained, however, for 1929 to 


. usher in a paper milk bot*le which 


it is claimed “completes the perfect 
milk service’—the ‘“Sealcone” a 
sealed and sterile single service con- 
tainer. This new invention is, as in- 
dicated by its name, cone shaped, but 
is pressed together at the top by the 
airtight s al on which is stamped the 
date of filling. A pair of scissors or 
a sharp knife cuts off the top below 
the seal and the milk flows smoothly 
from the opening. After using part 
of the contents, the bottle may be 
closed by bending the top over firmly 
in a flap. Unlike the glass bottle, 
the “Sealcone” is comfortable and 
safe in any position—leaning, resting 
on the side, upright or bottom up. 
Both dairymen and housewives 
know all phases of the grief of wash- 
ing milk and cream bottles. The 
“Sealcone” inventors now can wave a 
magic wana over the_ revolving 
brushes, washing tanks, hand mops 
and washing powders; rubber gloves 
and rubber boots; writhing hose and 
jets of steam and they will vanish. 
The amount of money spent for the 
labor and machinery needed in the 
care of the glass bottles used by the

old-style wooden or metal cases and 
placed in the cooling room. If it is 
to be delivered right off, it can be 
put on the wagon or motor truck and 
sent out without icing, as we under- 
stand it. This is because by the 
system of bottling evolved by the in- 
ventors, coupled with the shape of 
the “Sealcone” itself, milk may be 
bottled at as low a temperature as 
from thirty-three to thirty-five de- 
grees, seven to ten degrees lower than

carrying calf 180 days. She displaces 
the Pottenger Sanatorium heifer, Hul- 
jine Canarv Fobes, with 20,826.6 lbs. 
milk, the latter still leading for fat 
with 720.34 lbs. 

The sensational junior two-year-old 
record of Hollyhock Fobes Crescent 
is found in this bulletin. This daugh- 
ter of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes has 
907.47 lbs. fat or 1,134.33 lbs. butter, 
which is a new Wisconsin State Rec- 
ord, displacing the Pabst Farms’ 
heifer, Pabst Creator Virginia Rose. 
The new champion is owned by State 
Reformatory, Green Bay, Wis. 


A new high mark for 13-year-old 
cows is set in this report by Aaggie 
Hartog Colantha with a 305-day record 


of 783.36 lbs. fat from 23,264.6 lbs. 
milk, carrying calf 177 days. She is 


a daughter of Aaggie Cornucopia Jo- 
hanna Lad, bred and developed by 
Dutchland Farms, Brockton, Mass. 
She displaces as World’s Champion 
for this advanced age the Cornell Uni- 
versity matron, Glista Ernestine, who 
back in 1924 made a 305-day record 
at 13 years old of 676.38 lbs. fat from 
18,493.7 lbs. milk. Both cows were 
continued for the year and rank first 
and second for 13-year-olds, Aaggie 
Hartog Colantha having 868.23 lbs. fat 
from 25,548.0 lbs. milk and Glista 
Ernestine standing second with 745.61 
Ibs. fat from 20,259.3 lbs. milk. Aag- 
gie Hartog Colantha thus becomes the - 
oldest cow of the breed with either 
1,000 lbs. butter or 25,000 lbs. milk. 





In short time work the leader of 
this report is Lady Boerinhurst Pon- 
tiac, famous show cow and breeding 
matron at Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, 
Wis., who has increased the figures 
previously reported to 29.72 lbs. fat.
